Visitors arrested at 
prison for trying to 
smuggle in drugs 

WEST LIBERTY, Feb. 23 — 
Charges have been placed against two 
women after they were arrested during 
inmate visitation Sunday, February 22, 
at the Eastern Kentucky Correctional 
Complex (EKCC). 

The prison’s Internal Affairs Office 
received information that inmate Jerrard 
Garrett, 27, Louisville, would be receiv- 
ing drugs during inmate visitation on 
Sunday, February 22. Shortly before 
noon, EKCC Internal Affairs officers 
were notified that Garrett’s visitor, 
Chantillae Sullivan, 19, of Louisville, 
had passed something to the inmate dur- 
ing the visit. Sullivan was taken to the 
women’s’ bathroom and searched by a 
female correctional officer at which time 
five balloons were removed from 
Sullivan’s underclothing. The substance 
tested positive for marijuana. 

Sullivan told prison staff she rode to 
the institution with Kelley Barton- Jobe, 
3 1 , Louisville.

County official

The order stems from a complaint 
filed against Curd in 2005 in relation to 
his service as an expert witness in a 
boundary dispute case in Wayne County 
Circuit Court. 

According to a licensure board 
spokesperson, an administrative hearing 
on the matter was held and the hearing 
officer recommended the license suspen- 
sion after determining that Curd had vio- 
lated the statutory code of professional 
practices and conduct for engineers and 
surveyors by “testifying inappropriately 
to help his client win.” The licensure 
board upheld the hearing officer’s rec- 
ommendation and issued its order on 
Jan. 16. 

Curd, who operates a surveying busi- 
ness in West Liberty, has appealed the 
ruling in circuit court and continues to 
practice his profession, pending the out- 
come of the appeals process.

Be sure to take a camera and 
take this drive in July, August or 
September. You will see wild tur- 
key and deer, as well as beauti- 
ful crops of tobacco, cane, corn 
and hay fields.

jauntily in the wind. I myself was 
only able to get close enough to 
where only about a mile of bod- 
ies was between me and the Capi- 
tol Building where the Inaugura- 
tion took place. Let me tell you 
something, if you weren’t at least 
seven feet tall, you had no chance 
to watch the Inauguration on one 
of the large television monitors 
located around the Mall. I am 
only 5” 4’ so the most I could see 
was the back of people’s necks 
and the sky directly above me. 

Being in that crowd was prob- 
ably the greatest experience I 
could have had. Strangers — 
people whose names I never 
learned — were kinder to me then 
most of the people you meet in a 
life time. These people, who were 
waiting in the cold for hours just 
to hear a few words, welcomed 
me into their embrace and al- 
lowed me to wait with them. A 
black man, whose name I do not 
know, gave up his viewing posi- 
tion so that I could get at least a 
glimpse of what was going on. 
Two women standing in the 
crowd trusted a complete 
stranger to hold their purses and 
a $500 camera, whilst they were 
getting situated. I don’t know 
about you, but I doubt that I could 
be that trusting of anyone. 

As the President’s Oath of Of- 
fice came and went, so did the 
cheers and smiles along with it. 
When the president’s speech 
came to a close, my friend, Evan, 
and I struggled our way through 
the crush of the crowd to reach 
an open area. But, even outside 
the crowd you could feel the 
kindness and good will as people 
struggled to make a path for us 
even as they themselves were 
being crushed against others. As 
the crowd moved to exit the Na- 
tional Mall, government vehicles 
struggled their own way through 
the crush. Even once I recall my 
friend telling us all about a man 
and woman being hit by a gov- 
ernment car. Still, even at the end 
of my hectic Inauguration Day 
experience, I could honestly say, 
I had witnessed a new beginning.

FSA announces emergency 
program for storm damage 



Agricultural producers who 
suffered damage as a result of the 
January 2009 ice storm may re- 
quest co st- share assistance from 
USD A to rehabilitate damaged 
farmlands. The Emergency Con- 
servation Program (ECP), admin- 
istered by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, Farm Service 
Agency (FSA), provides cost- 
share assistance is unlikely. Re- 
quests for assistance will be ac- 
cepted at the local FSA Service 
Center from Feb. 10 to April 13, 
2009. 

A producer qualifying for ECP 
assistance may receive cost-share 
for debris removal and fence res- 
toration where the damage to 
farmland impairs or endangers 
the operation of the farm. Fences 
must be used for agricultural pur- 
poses. Ornamental fences are not 
eligible for assistance. Under 
ECP, cost-share assistance is lim- 
ited to $200,000 per person per 
natural disaster. Conservation 
problems existing prior to the di- 



saster are ineligible for ECP as- 
sistance. 

Morgan County is eligible for 
ECP assistance. 

To be eligible for cost-share 
under ECP, practices should not 
be started until a request has been 
filed at the FSA Service Center 
and an on-site inspection has been 
made by an FSA representative. 

Producers who have taken 
emergency actions before filing 
an application may be eligible if 
it is determined that such action 
was necessary to prevent further 
loss. 

Producers who have taken ac- 
tion before this announcement 
may be eligible for assistance if 
an application is filed within 15 
calendar days from Feb. 10, 2009. 

Approval of cost- sharing for 
practices started before filing an 
application or before the program 
announcement must meet all cri- 
teria for federal cost-share assis- 
tance including compliance with 
environmental regulations.
